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ABSTRACT 



This Kids Count data book examined trends in the well-being 
of Oregon's children, focusing on the well-being of children under 8 years. 
This statistical portrait is based on indicators of child well being in four 
areas: (1) health, including immunizations, health insurance, and health risk 

factors; (2) family well-being, including divorce and child abuse or neglect; 

(3) child care and early education, including percent in paid child care 
arrangements, number of child care slots, and prekindergarten enrollment; and 

(4) community investments, including access to free public libraries, and 

percent of children screened in the Healthy Start program. The report's 
introductory section defines and discusses the indicators, providing 
statewide trend information. An additional 12 measures of child well-being 
are included in the profiles: (1) juvenile arrests; (2) teen pregnancy; (3) 

teen suicide attempts; (4) high school dropout; (5) eighth grade reading 
proficiency; (6) eighth grade mathematics proficiency; (7) child abuse and 
neglect; (8) crimes against persons; (9) child deaths; (10) low birthweight 
infants; (11) infant mortality; and (12) and child care supply. Data sources 
and notes complete the introductory section. The remainder of the report is 
comprised of statistical profiles for the state and individual counties. 
Overall, the report's findings indicate that 36 percent of children under age 
13 are in paid child care arrangements for an average of 27 hours weekly. In 
1997, an estimated 58 percent of Oregon kindergartners were ready to learn in 
all areas. In 1998, 7,613 divorces affected households with children. Sixteen 
percent of children were living in poverty. Over 80 percent of Oregon 
2-year-olds were current on their immunizations in 1998. Eight percent of 
children under age 8 lacked health insurance. The Healthy Start programs 
screened 79 percent of first birth children in program counties in 1998-99.

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Vregon has approximately 350,000 children under the 
age of eight. Each of these children is a bundle of potential 
for themselves and for the state. Choices made by their 
families, their communities, and the citizens of Oregon 
will all impact the future these children face. 

The life of young children is made up of relatively small 
spheres of influence. This 1999 Data Book considers four 
key areas of well-being for young children: 

Health Children's own personal health is primary to the well-being of young children. 
Family Well-Being Children live as part of families and the stability and well-being of 
those families determines the stability and well-being of young children. 

Child Care and Early Education A large portion of Oregon's youngest residents spend a 
considerable amount of time in formal child care and education settings. The 
quality and care in those settings contributes to or detracts from the quality of life 
for young children. 

Community Investments The localities where children live play a significant role in their 
well-being. Communities have the opportunity to make families' and children's 
lives easier through meaningful investments. 

In the last ten years, we have 
learned more than ever 
before about the develop- 
ment of our children's brains. 

We now know that the 
number of connections 
between brain cells grows the 
most during the first year of 
life. The amount of 
connections that are formed 
and retained is directly 
linked to the experiences of 
children and the 
environment in which they 

live. Those children who have positive stimulation in their 
early years have the capacity and foundation to succeed in 
school and life. Children who do not have that positive 
stimulation are challenged to overcome this deficit for 
years to come. 

As we consider the well-being of Oregon's youngest 
residents, Children First for Oregon encourages our leaders, 
policy makers, and citizens to see the opportunity and 
responsibility these young lives hold. We want to ensure 
that Oregon lives up to this responsibility in order to fully 
realize the potential of our next generation of Oregonians 
and to improve the livability of our state.

Child Care and Early Education Early care and education begins at birth 

or even sooner. Every event, spoken word, and touch 
contributes to what our youngest children know and to 
their view of the world. All interaction with parents and 
child care providers has a long-lasting impact on children's 
capacities to learn and grow. 



In Oregon a large percentage of parents 
rely on child care to provide security, care, 
and early education for at least a portion 
of their children's time. It is estimated that 
more than 200,000 children in Oregon, 

36% of all children under age 13, spend an average of 26.5 
hours each week with a paid child care provider. 




The form of child care and early education used by parents 
depends on parents' preference, availability, and cost.

Child care and early education for young 
children can be a significant expense for 
families. In general a family with a 
toddler in full-time center care will spend 
more than $6,500 per year, more than 
the full-time annual resident tuition for a 
state university in Oregon. In 1998, 30% 
of families with children in care spent 
more than a tenth of their income on

child care. Cost of care varies by the type of 
child care, quality of care, and region of the 
state. 

Quality care and education for young 
children is an important investment in the 
future of children. We have no adequate 
method to estimate the quality of care for 
young children in Oregon. National studies 
have estimated that more than 60% of child 
care was poor or only fair in quality. 

Another national study of family child care 
providers labeled only 9% of those settings 
studied to be of good quality. 

State regulations regarding health and safety 
standards and provider training are 
important first steps to ensuring a 
minimum quality of care for children. 
Traditionally Oregon has had very little 
oversight of family child care settings. Many 
care providers in Oregon remain non- 



Children with 
Disabilities 

Families who have children with 
disabilities face significant obstacles in 
finding and maintaining child care and 
early education settings. Finding care 
providers who are willing and able 
to accommodate a child with special 
needs can be an insurmountable task 
for families in Oregon. Families are 
often left with the difficult choice of 
an inadequate care setting or no care 
at all due to their child's needs. 

Many children with disabilities 
require little or no special 
accomodation in child care. When 
adaptations are needed, some care 
providers make the necessary 
adjustments to accept children who 
have special needs. These accom- 
modations may include special 
training, equipment, or extra staff. 
Unfortunately, many providers believe 
caring for a child with disabilities would 
be too expensive or risky, or infringe on 
the care of other children in the 
provider's care, in reality, these 
concerns can often be addressed with 
adequate information and support to 
the provider. More training and 
resources are needed to help providers 
and families make quality care possible 
for Oregon children with disabilities. 

One such resource is the Inclusive 
Child Care Project of the Oregon 
Developmental Disabilities Council. 

This project works to make child care 
accessible to families of children with 
special needs by providing subsidies for 
any extra care or equipment required. 

In the last year, this help has been 
provided to 18 low and middle income 
families in Marion, Polk, or Yamhill 
counties or tribal members living in the 
service areas of the Confederated Tribes 
of Grand Ronde or Confederated Tribes 
of Siletz. 

Young children with disabilities are 
also eligible to receive special services 
before they enter school through the 
Oregon Department of Education's 
Early Intervention Services and Early 
Childhood Special Education. These 
two programs combined serve pre- 
school age children with needed 
services such as assessments to 
determine level of need, parent 
education and support, physical, 
occupational, and speech therapy, 
vision and hearing services, 
augmentative communication 
assistance and assistive technology. 

In December of 1998, 6,018 children 
in Oregon were served through these 
programs. Nearly 2.8% of children age 
0-5 are now provided some additional 
support to get ready for school through 
Early Intervention Services and Early 
Childhood Special Education.

registered and those providers that do 
register are asked to meet only basic 
standards. A substantial number of 
providers are exempt from all 
standards due to caring for less than 
four children. Previous requirements 
for registered child care providers 
included an agreement to follow 
health and safety standards with no 
inspection for compliance and 
criminal background checks. The 1999 
Legislature expanded these 
requirements to include basic training 
such as CPR and child abuse detection. 
On-site reviews will be required of all 
newly registered family child care 
providers as of 2000 due to state 
legislative action. 

A 1998 Adult and Family Services 
survey of child care providers who 
serve low-income families and those 
transitioning off welfare reports varying degrees of training 
in child development and basic health and safety. Center 
providers were most likely to report training in health and 
safety practices (74%) and child development (65%). 
Registered family child care providers were almost twice as 
likely to report completing this training compared to 
unregistered family child care providers. Of registered 
family child care providers, 59% had completed basic 
health and safety training while only 23% of unregistered 
providers had completed this training. Thirty-six percent of 
registered providers had received training in child 
development compared to 19% of unregistered family child 
care providers.

Violations of minimum child care standards are another 
important way to review quality of care in Oregon. 
Unfortunately, the Oregon Child Care Division's capacity 
to investigate and respond to complaints has been severely 
limited due to staff and budget constraints. From July 
through October of 1999 there were a total of 162 
complaints against child care providers. All 31 complaints 
against certified facilities were investigated and 14 were 
found to be valid. Of the 131 complaints against family 
child care providers during this period, only 26 were 
investigated, of which 11 were found to be valid. Increased 
budget allocations during the 1999 Legislative Session will 
allow the Child Care Division to investigate more 
complaints in the future.

A statewide 
survey of kindergarteners in 1997 found 
that 58% percent of these children were 
fully ready to learn in all areas. 

Children in Oregon showed the least 
readiness in the area of being able to sit 
still while they were strongest in 
physical well-being. Preschool was an 
important factor in children's readiness 
to learn. Sixty-four percent of children who had preschool 
experience were considered fully ready while 51% of 
children without preschool were considered ready to 
learn.

year-olds from families at or below the poverty level. This 
comprehensive model of education and support for 
children and families has been proven to be one of the 
best prevention models for young children and 
their families. It has been estimated that for every dollar 
spent on quality preschool, more than seven dollars are 
saved in averted special education, crime, welfare, and 
other costs. 

Unfortunately Oregon Head Start Prekindergarten is not 
available to more than half the children estimated to need 
these services in the state. Currently, funding has been 
allocated to serve only an estimated 47% of eligible 



children. A small but growing Early Headstart program is 



serving pregnant women and children age 0-3 in a few 
Oregon communitites. 



As children progress in their elementary education, other 
assessments offer clues as to the strength of their early 
education experience. Third grade reading and math 
proficiency are indicators of how well Oregon's children 
understand key concepts as well as how prepared they are 
to build upon those concepts for future learning. Of 
Oregon's third graders in 1999, 37% met and 44% 
exceeded standards for reading while 41% met and 29% 
exceeded standards for math.

Family Well-being Family life is the primary way young children learn about 

their world. There is no greater asset for a young child 
than a supportive, stable, stimulating, and loving home 
environment. The security offered by healthy parents or 
primary caregivers makes cognitive growth, physical 
development, and emotional well-being possible for young 
children. 

There are no easy measurements available to assess the 
well-being of the families in which young children live. 

A few indicators give us an idea of the stability of these 
families including poverty and the divorce rate among 
marriages with children. In 1998, 16% of children in 
Oregon lived below the federal poverty level ($13,880 
annually for a family of three). In different regions of 
Oregon, child poverty ranges between 11% and 26%. The 
total number of Oregon children living in poverty is over 
130,000.

Oregon's divorce rate among families contributes to the 
instability children face in their home lives. In 1998 there 
were a total of 15,234 divorces recorded. Of these divorces 
at least 7,613 involved children. At least 13,812 children's 
parents divorced, or 1.7 percent of all children in Oregon.

A baseline of family well-being for all 
young children is the absence of violence 
in their homes. If children are not safe 
from abuse or neglect or are witnesses to 
abuse, their overall development is 
compromised. In 1998 there were 6,242 
children under eight who were confirmed victims of abuse 
and/or neglect in the state of Oregon. During 1998, an 
average of 2,431 children under age 5 were in foster care at 
any one time due to abuse and/or neglect.

An estimated 13% of women in Oregon were physically 
abused at least once in the last year. While this abuse 
happens among women in all walks of life, a significant

It is estimated that 
nearly one out of four children 
under age 18 in Oregon live in 
homes where physical abuse 
took place.

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Health Physical health is an important factor in the overall well-being of young 

children. From prenatal care for mothers through regular 
checkups and immunizations for preschoolers, health care 
for young children is a critical investment. If children do 
not have access to health care, their lack of physical health 
can influence their cognitive and emotional development. 

Young children face important health risks early in their 
life based on their mothers' prenatal behavior. Behavior 
that jeopardizes the health of infants includes use of drugs 
or alcohol during pregnancy, smoking during pregnancy, 
and inadequate prenatal care.

In Oregon the percentage of children without health 
insurance is estimated to be 9.5%. Children under the age 
of eight are slightly less likely to be uninsured with a rate 
of 7.5%. Health insurance for children makes it more likely 
that young children will receive timely immunizations, 
checkups, and other preventive health care. 

Immunizations for toddlers is not only an important 
preventive health care step but also an indicator of young 
children's access to care. A 1998 survey of two-year-olds 
showed that only 81% of toddlers are up to date on 
recommended immunizations. Across the state this rate 
varies by region between 76% and 84%. 

Prenatal care is also an important preventive health care 
service and a proxy measure for access to care. In 1998, 
only 80.2% of all births occurred to women who received 
early or first trimester care. 

Birth outcomes are influenced by prenatal care as well as 
other health and environmental factors. Oregon has been 
recognized nationally for decreasing low birthweight 
babies. In 1998 only 5.4% of babies were born weighing 
less than 2,500 grams. Infant mortality in Oregon has also 
decreased since 1990. In 1997, 5.9 of every 1,000 babies in 
Oregon died before their first birthday.

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Community Investments Communities can invest in the well-being of their 

youngest children in a variety of ways. Just a few examples 
of how communities may be contributing to the quality of 
life for its youngest residents include: 

O Art and play classes for preschoolers offered by local parks 
districts 

O Support groups for new mothers at a local hospital 
O Immunization outreach clinics for toddlers and young 
children 

O Business support for employee child care 
O Library storytimes for babies, toddlers, and preschoolers 
O Parent education classes through a local church 
O Home visiting programs to support families with young 
children.

Oregon's public libraries are one important community 
service for young children with consistent statewide data 
allowing a snapshot of community investments by county. 
Twenty of Oregon's 36 counties have underserved 
populations with limited or no access to free public 
libraries. Eight counties in Oregon have some residents 
with no access to free public libraries. Seventeen additional 
counties have some libraries that offer only substandard 
services such as limited hours, lack of staff, or no children's 
programming. These standards are established by the 
Oregon State Library and serve as Oregon's public library 
Benchmark. 

The simple act of taking young children to the library to 
read and borrow books can build an important foundation 
for early literacy and life-long learning. Many libraries offer 
a wide range of services for young children. Storytimes, 
parent education, and outreach to child care providers are 
some of the ways libraries contribute to the early learning 
of young children in their community. 

Unfortunately, preschool children are the least likely age 
group to regularly visit their local library. A 1998 survey 
showed that only 26% of children under 5 visited the 
library in the previous month, compared to 41% of all 
Oregonians. Persons with lower incomes and less 
education are also less likely to use the library. 



Family-Friendly 

Businesses 



Employers today play a valuable role 
they can play in supporting children 
and families. Family friendly 
workplace practices and policies help 
employees balance the 
responsibilities between work and 
family. Studies demonstrate that 
being family friendly is one the best 
investments an organization can 
make in its current workforce. It 
helps recruite and keep top workers, 
improves productivity, and increases 
employee motivation and loyalty. 

At Ornelas Enterprises, Inc., a 
Hillsboro manufacturing firm with 
16 employees, individuals are 
allowed two hours per week of paid 
leave time to be involved in school 
or community volunteerism. 

At Deloitte & Touche, a Personal 
Time Off program allows up to 28 
days per year to support flexible 
work arrangements for its 
employees. North Lincoln Hospital, 
in Lincoln County offers an on-site 
Child Development Center for 
children ages six weeks to six years 
old. These companies and many 
others are some of Oregon's past 
Families in Good Company Award 
Winners. 

Families in Good Company (FGC) 
is a public awareness campaign 
managed by Children First for 
Oregon and an annual Awards event 
presented each year by Portland 
General Electric.

Another important 
community 
investment for young 
children is the state's 
Healthy Start 
program. This home- 
visiting program for 
first-time parents 
screens families for 
risk factors and links 
them to needed 
resources. Healthy 
Start currently 
operates in only 15 
counties of the state. 

The 1999 Legislature 
made the expansion 
of Healthy Start to 
every county a 

priority of the State Commission on Children and Families. 
Funds were allocated for six new counties, which includes 
three that operated through an expired federal grant. 
Additional resources will have to be committed in future 
biennia to meet the goal of available Healthy Start services in 
every county.

During 1998/99, 6,359 first birth families were screened 
through the Healthy Start network or 79% of all first births 
in the participating counties. This level of screening is a 
substantial increase from 1997/98, when 64% of first birth 
families were screened. Most families are offered basic 
services such as information on appropriate child 
development, links to community resources, and home 
visits. Thirty percent of families participate in more intensive 
services such as regular home visits, parent education and 
pro-active linking to needed support services. 

Compared to state averages, outcomes of Healthy Start 
families are noticably better. For example, on average 81% of 
the two-year-olds in Oregon are fully immunized in contrast 
to 97% of Healthy Start children at the same age are fully 
immunized. In a recent evaluation, 99.1% of Healthy Start 
children ages 0-2 were found to be free from abuse or neglect 
compared to 97.9% of all children in the counties served by 
Healthy Start. Evaluation findings note families consistently 
engage in positive interactions with their children and create 
good or better learning environments.

Juvenile Arrests The 1998 juvenile arrest rate is 54 arrests per 1,000 children age 0-17. 

The 1998 rate is the second consecutive year that the juvenile arrest 
rate has declined. It is difficult to assess whether this reduction in 
juvenile arrests represents a decrease in actual juvenile crime or 
simply fewer arrests by law enforcement officials.

Teen Pregnancy The 1998 teen pregnancy rate for 10-17 year-old females in Oregon is 
17.2 per 1,000, representing a 4% decline since 1997. This is the third 
consecutive year that the teen pregnancy rate declined for this age 
group and is the lowest rate since prior to 1990. 

Counties with the lowest teen pregnancy rates (rate listed with 
counties): Benton (7.4), Curry (8.3), Grant (9.7), Union (10.2), 
Morrow (11.6), Columbia (12.4). 



Counties with highest teen pregnancy rates: Jefferson (32.9), 
Klamath (21.8), Multnomah (21.5), Marion (21), Umatilla (20.9), 
Yamhill (20.3). 



Three counties' teen pregnancy rates are not reported due to a small 
population of 10-17 year old females.

The low 
number of incidents in the state and counties creates a rate 
that is more variable than other indicators of child well- 
being.

It is important to assess a county's data for outcomes over 
time and compared to similar counties. Each county's sheet 
is designed to be a starting point for such assessment and 
investigation. It should be used to initiate a dialogue with 
interested stakeholders about how to improve the quality 
of life for children in the county.

Counties vary significantly in population, size, and 
geography and this variance should be considered when 
interpreting the differences among counties. Small counties 
may have a small number of events (e.g., child deaths, 
suicide attempts) which can cause rates to vary 
considerably from year to year; such variations may not 
reflect significant changes in the indicators or a significant 
difference between counties. Percentage changes in the rates 
and percentage difference compared to most recent state rate are 
not reported for counties with less than 45,000 people. 

Several types of data information are available for each 
indicator, and it is important to distinguish among them. 
The number, rate, percentage change between years, the 
five-year average, and the county rate compared to Oregon 
are all very different measures. A relevant column heading 
explains the information presented in the county indicator 
box. To get a better understanding of how the indicators 
themselves are defined, refer to Definitions and Sources.

For some of these indicators, there are no perfect methods 
to measure data outcomes. For example, it is very difficult 
to get a perfect count on the number of teens who 
attempted suicide in a given year. Moreover, counties have 
varying reliability in their record-keeping systems or 
resources committed to counting these occurrences. 

Children First for Oregon relies on the data that are 
available from different state agencies. Many of these 
measures are in need of improvement. However, interpreted 
carefully, data presented here can be very useful tools for 
developing a meaningful assessment of child well-being.

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Child Care and Early Education 

• An estimated 37% of children under age 13 are in paid child care arrangements for an average 
of 26.3 hours a week. 

• In 1998, there were 3,029 child care slots or 19 slots per 100 children age 0-12. 

• Oregon Head Start Prekindergarten serves 179 children age three and four in Yamhill County.
